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Power in hands of independents 
as no majority on district council

THE three independent councillors on 
South Somerset District Council acted as 
“king-makers” last week at the author¬ 
ity’s first meeting since the recent local 
elections. 

With there being no majority party at the council 
with Liberal Democrats holding 29 seats and Con¬ 


servatives 28, the three independents of Council¬ 
lors Dave Bulmer, Andrew Turpin and Tony 
Capozzoli can play the all-important trump cards 
on which group wins votes. 

There have been discussions since the election 
on May 7th in which the two parties have been 
vying to gain the support of the independents, and 
it was the Liberal Democrats who won their back¬ 


ing at last Thursday’s 
meeting during the elec¬ 
tion of chairman. 

The independents, led 
by Councillor Bulmer 
who represents the Joce¬ 
lyn (Chard) ward, voted 
in favour of the Lib 
Dems’ Councillor Mike 
Best retaining his place 
as the council’s chair¬ 
man ahead of Conserva¬ 
tive member Councillor 
Linda Vijeh. 

In return, the Lib Dems 
sided with the independ¬ 
ents in supporting Coun¬ 
cillor Capozzoli, who 
represents Ivelchester 
ward, as the council’s new vice-chairman with 
Councillor Vijeh, member for the Neroche ward, 
again losing out for the Tories. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor Ric Pallister was 
also voted back in as council leader and he an¬ 
nounced fellow Lib Dem, Councillor Jo Roundell 
Greene, as his deputy. 

Despite the three independents’ backing of the 
Lib Dems in the election of a chairman, there were 
occasions at last week’s meeting in which they 
proved they would not be affiliated to one party, in 
particular during the election of chairmen of coun¬ 
cil committees and representation on other groups. 


■ Area committee chairmen and vice-chairmen 
were elected as follows: 

Area West: Chairman - Carol Goodall (Lib Dem 
for Ilminster ward), vice-chairman - Jenny Kenton 
(Lib Dem for Crimchard [Chard]). Area North:

Hill), vice-chairman - Dean Ruddle (conservative 
for Wessex). Area East: Chairman - Nick Weeks 
(Conservative for Cary), vice-chairman - Mike 
Lewis (Conservative for Camelot). Area South: 
Chairman - Peter Gubbins (Lib Dem for Yeovil 
Central), vice-chairman - David Recardo (Lib 
Dem for Yeovil East).

SEATON 

New town mayor offers 
‘another way forward’ 

TONY Woodman is Seaton's new mayor after un¬ 
seating Gaynor Sedgwick - despite calls for con¬ 
tinuity and stability. 

Councillor Peter Burrows nominated councillor 
Woodman, and Councillor Heather Sanham nom¬ 
inated Councillor Sedgwick. 

A nomination was also made for Councillor Bur¬ 
rows, who declined the offer. 

Supporting his candidate, Councillor Burrows 
said: 1 Tony has been a councillor for four years; he 
knows the town, the people and has the time. He 
would make a good ambassador for the town." 


THE malaise that has permeated local govern¬ 
ment in recent times was reflected to a degree 
at district council level with the emergence of 
the East Devon Alliance and 16 seats falling to 
independents at the recent election. 

It has also manifested itself with some shock 
changes at town and parish council level, es¬ 
pecially in Seaton and Honiton where contro¬ 
versy has been rife in recent times. 

There was a sharp intake of breath among the 
journalistic community when we heard that 
one of our former colleagues, straight talking 
Tony Woodman, had been elected Mayor of 
Seaton, beating incumbent Gaynor Sedgwick 
six votes to five. 

Tony, a relative newcomer to local govern¬ 
ment and the publisher of the now defunct 
Seaton Recorder and former Pulman’s Weekly 
News editor, soon acquired the reputation of 
being Seaton Town Council’s rebel councillor, 
never afraid to take on the cosy establishment 


and always speaking his mind. In his early days 
as a councillor he clashed several times with 
Cllr Sedgwick, but laterly they seemed much 
more respectful of each other. 

Cllr Sedgwick had a tough time when she 
clashed with locals over a disabled issue in the 
town but she survived calls for her resignation 
at a town meeting and continued to represent 
the town well as First Citizen. 

When we heard that Tony had been elevated 
to the top job, our first reaction was: “We will 
never be short of a page one splash now!” 

A shock result at Honiton also where 
Labour’s Caroline Kolek unseated the long 
standing councillor Peter Halse, and at Ilmin- 
ster Rose Neave became one of the town’s 
youngest mayors at 29 after eight independ¬ 
ents won seats on the town council. 

No surprises in Axminster, Ottery St Mary, 
Chard and Crewkerne.

AN INDEPENDENT report has recommended that 
inpatient beds and a minor injuries unit should be 
maintained at all of East Devon's community 
hospitals. 

The group of community ‘stakeholders' tasked 
with finding a new way forward for the area's 
local hospital services has sent the message to 
health bosses that both beds and provision for 
minor injuries can be protected. 

In its report, the Wakley Stakeholder Reference 
Group urges NHS chiefs to keep beds and a GP- 
led minor injuries service at all five of its hospitals 
in Ottery St Mary, Axminster, Honiton, Seaton 
and Sidmouth. 

The group, which is made up of local councillors, 
doctors and League of Friends representatives, 
says the services can be maintained as part of an 
"integrated model of care". 

The CCG is due to discuss the recommendations 
tomorrow before reaching a final decision in June. 


HONITON 
Promise of ‘fresh 
start’ for town council 

HONITON’S new mayor Caroline Kolek has prom¬ 
ised a 1 ‘fresh start" for the town council under her 
leadership. 

Councillor Kolek said she would steer the coun¬ 
cil in a "new direction", having won the backing 
of fellow members in last week's mayoral elec¬ 
tion. 

A full-time teacher and former parliamentary 
candidate, Councillor Kolek defeated serving 
mayor Peter Halse to become Honiton's first cit¬ 
izen - only the second woman to fill the post in 
the last ten years. Speaking to Pulman's View , 
she said she wanted to move on from the coun¬ 
cil's "huge focus" on the Beehive, and re-engage 
with the community. 

‘ ‘We have been very inward-looking during the 
last year - now is the time to reach out," she said. 

"There are a whole raft of responsibilities that 
go beyond the Beehive that have been neglected. 
We need to reassure the town that we take all of 
those responsibilities seriously."

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District council ‘starting out on journey’ to 
terminate contract of shared chief executive 


COUNCILLORS have agreed to “start out on a 
journey” towards saving South Somerset District 
Council £90,000 a year with the early termination 
of the authority’s “shared” chief executive. 

The council met for the first time on Thursday 
following the local elections earlier this month and 
the first major topic for members to debate was re¬ 
lieving Mark Williams of his duties in South Som¬ 
erset. 

The council set up an agreement in 2010 with 
East Devon District Council about “sharing” chief 
exec Mr Williams and that was extended 12 
months ago to run until the end of September 
2018. 

But Mr Williams has been so successful at South 
Somerset that some councillors believe that his 
services are no longer required with him having 
nurtured the authority’s own senior management 
team to step up and take over his role. 

A report has said that the compensation required 
for South Somerset to pay East Devon for the early 


termination of Mr Williams’ contract will be 
£112,333. 

But the new Conservative group leader at South 
Somerset, Councillor Tim Inglefield, was not en¬ 
tirely convinced that the authority should go 
ploughing ahead with the contract termination. 

He said councillors did not “have enough infor¬ 
mation to come to a view and find it difficult to 
ascertain.” 

Councillor Inglefield said that he would want the 
issue deferred until further details were known. 

But council leader, Councillor Ric Pallister, said 
it was crucial to “set off on a journey” and start 
discussing with their colleagues at East Devon. 

“We need to start discussions with East Devon,” 
he said. “The full financial implications won’t be 
known until we have these discussions. I’m not 
pushing anything hard now, but we just to start the 
discussions. 

“If we need to make savings - we need to look 
at contracts we don’t necessarily need.” 


Council chief meets the 
locals on trip to Dminster

THE chief executive of 
Somerset County 
Council, Pat Flaherty, 
was in Ilminster this 
week meeting with 
local people to talk 
about their local con¬ 
cerns. 

Mr Flaherty arrived 
in the town at the in¬ 
vitation of Ilminster's 
county councillor 
Linda Vijeh, after he 
had said that he was 
keen to meet people 
face-to-face to dis¬ 
cuss various issues. 

Among those who 
attended the meeting 
were Councillor Sue 
Osborne, who repre¬ 
sents the nearby 
Windwhistle ward at 
South Somerset District Council, and repre¬ 
sentatives of Ilminster Town Council, the 
Chamber of Commerce and local parish coun¬ 
cils. 

In order to help understand and overcome 
the confusion that exists between the differ¬ 
ent responsibilities of county and district, Mr 
Flaherty outlined the key areas under County 
Hall control, which include highways, the safe¬ 
guarding of children, school planning, adult 
social care, waste disposal, public health, li¬ 
braries, public transport and economic devel¬ 
opment. 

He also mentioned that the county council 
budget, excluding money earmarked for 
schools, had been reduced by ElOOmillion in 
the last five years and was now down to 
£300million - with the result being cuts to 
some services. 

Councillor Vijeh said: “As might be expected, 
highways came high on the list of topics for 
discussion, where Ilminster businesses re¬ 
main very concerned about the impact of con¬ 
tinued road closures, along with issues in 
relation to flooding caused by blocked and 
broken drains, and parking within the town. 

“Those living in outlying communities also 


raised the impact on small businesses of the 
roll out of superfast Broadband. 

“Speeding, and the impact of increased HGV 
traffic in the village of Donyatt, was also raised, 
where the expectation is that, although due to 
the nature of the through route options are 
limited, consideration could be given to look¬ 
ing at available options." 

Before leaving for a lunch of fish and chips 
and chocolate mousse with pupils of Neroche 
Primary School in Broadway, followed by a 
tour of the division, Mr Flaherty reiterated his 
promise to look into the issues raised and re¬ 
spond by the middle of June. 

Councillor Vijeh added: “Whilst we can ac¬ 
cept that Pat may not have the answer to 
everything at his finger tips, I think that 
everyone welcomed the opportunity to be 
able to meet him and to be able to raise those 
local issues that can have an effect on the 
daily lives of all of those who live and work 
here. 

“I am confident that he has taken everything 
on board and will deliver on his promise of re¬ 
sponding in a timely manner. We have all ac¬ 
cepted that in most cases regular up to date 
communication is the key to satisfying resi¬ 
dents’ expectations." 


He said that by terminating the contract with East 
Devon and managing the chief executive role from 
within would save South Somerset around £90,000 
a year. 

“We don’t want to go out and get another chief 
executive officer and spend shed loads of money,” 
said Councillor Pallister. “We have the senior man¬ 
agement team here to make that transition.” 

Although it was eventually decided - not unani¬ 
mously - to go ahead with discussions with East 
Devon about terminating Mr Williams’ contract 
early, there were some sharp exchanges between 
the Liberal Democrats and Conservatives. 

It was queried by new Tory member Councillor 
Neil Bloomfield as to why the council needed to 
make more savings, when it had already agreed 
savings at its budget setting meeting earlier this 
year. 

But Lib Dem Councillor Sylvia Seal said: “We 
are playing games here. You’ve got to be dim as 
dishwater if you don’t think we will have to make 
savings in the coming years.” 

That prompted Conservative member, Councillor 
Derek Yeomans, to say that the “atmosphere had 
changed” for the worse since Councillor Seal’s 
outburst. 

Councillor Pallister stepped in to say that on oc¬ 
casions political views had to be put aside and the 
authority needed to work together - with this being 
one occasion. 

“We need to work together on this,” he said. “If 
we don’t want to do that - find a new leader.” 

Councillor Inglefield added: “I believe we can 
work together on this.”

Holyrood Academy pupils make 
trip to Poland for WWII studies 



A GROUP of more than 20 stu¬ 
dents from Holyrood Academy in 
Chard were given the rare oppor¬ 
tunity last month to visit Poland’s 
Auschwitz I and Auschwitz II, oth¬ 
erwise known as Birkenau. 

2015 is a particularly important 
year in the history of the Second 
World War, as it is the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the liberation of the 
camps by the Red Army. These 
two museums were part of the 
Nazi's Final Solution camps where 
upwards of 1.1 million people died. 

The group visited the Galicia 
Jewish museum where they met 
with a Holocaust survivor, and the 
former factory owned by Oscar 
Schindler, of 
“Schindler's 


List” fame, 


which is now a museum dedi¬ 
cated to the events of the Holo¬ 
caust and WWII in Poland. 

Students also explored the city 
of Krakow, visiting the Wawel Hill 
area, Kazimierz (the Jewish Quar¬ 
ter) and Podgorze, where the only 
original part of the Krakow Ghetto 
wall remains. 

Allison Foster, teacher of reli¬ 
gious studies at Holyrood, said” 
1 ‘The visit proved profoundly mov¬ 
ing for all and the students have 
since been keen to talk about this 
experience with friends and fam- 
ily. 

1 ‘As time passes it is increasingly 
important that people visit to wit¬ 
ness the camps and to pass that 
knowledge on so that the terrible 
events are not forgotten.”

Q. I HAVE a mole next to my nose which I have often thought about having 
removed. I am going on a cruise in August to celebrate my 50th wedding 
anniversary and wondered if I would be able to have the treatment before 
then? 

A. Yes, you have plenty of time to have this treatment before your cruise. 
Initially you would need to come for a Consultation with our Surgeon on a 
Monday evening or a Wednesday afternoon at the Nuffield Hospital in 
Taunton.

Our Surgeon will 
inject a small amount of local 
anaesthetic into the area prior to 
treatment. The laser is very 
precise and targets only the 
mole itself and does not affect 
any of the surrounding skin. 
When the anaesthetic wears 
off you may feel a slight dis¬ 
comfort or stinging, this is 
fairly mild but if you do wish 
to take paracetamol this will 
help. 

Q. During the cruise I will be 
exposed to the sun, will I still 
be able to do this following 
treatment? 

A. We would always recom¬ 
mend using a high factor sun cream 
whenever you are exposed to the sun, 
especially on the treated area. You would 
need to wait 2 or 3 weeks for the skin to be 
fully healed before you go into the sun but 
the high factor sun cream will not only pro¬ 
tect the more sensitive, treated area but will 
also help prevent further sun dam.

Drivers not aware of impending 
changes to scrapping of driving 
licence counterpart in June 


THE Institute of Advanced Motorists (IAM) is warning peo¬ 
ple to be aware of the changes that will take effect in just 
over two weeks’ time as the paper counterpart for the driving 
licence is scrapped. 

As was the case with the abolition of the paper tax disc 
last October, the IAM fear many people are still confused or 
unaware of the implications of the scrapping of the paper 
counterpart on 8 June. 

The counterpart was introduced alongside the photo card 
driving licence in 1998 to include details that could not be 
included on the card itself, such as any endorsements and 
which category of vehicles you are entitled to drive. 

However this information will now be stored electroni¬ 
cally and not be shown on any written documentation you 
will have. These details can be only be obtained via the 
DVLA driver record system, and be checked online (refer¬ 
ence 1) or in writing by post. 

As of 8 June the paper counterpart, or an old-style paper 
driving licence cannot be relied upon to carry correct or-up- 
to-date information about endorsements or categories of ve¬ 
hicle someone can drive. 

The counterpart will carry no legal status, and the DVLA 
recommends you destroy it after 8 June. 

What is also changing is the procedure if you have to sur¬ 


render your driving licence to a court in the event of an en¬ 
dorsement. The court will take your photocard and if you in¬ 
clude the paper counterpart with your submission, the 
photocard will be returned to you but the counterpart will 
not. 

You will be expected to pay your fine in the normal way 
however. 

Another change is how to provide proof of your driving 
record xto an employer or car hire firm, as your photocard 
or paper licence will not be enough in itself any more. 

You will need to access the DVLA’s Share Driving Li¬ 
cence service, which as of Tuesday (19 May) is now up and 
running (reference 1 again). 

You will be expected to access the details yourself and 
print those off for submission to a car hire firm or employer. 
Or you can call the DVLA and give a third party permission 
to check your driving record verbally. 

If you are hiring a vehicle, it is important to check with 
the car hire firm beforehand what information they need. 
Other than downloading the information as detailed above, 
you can also obtain a special code from www.gov.uk which 
allows the hire firm access to your record for 72 hours to 
make the necessary checks. This applies to both holders of 
photocard and paper licences.
